Radio Amateurs in the Olympic City and in other Olympic 
sub-centres, have organized this award to commemorate the 
celebration of the Olympic Games in Barcelona. 


PERIOD: 4 weeks. From 00:00 hours UTC on the 20th of June to 
24:00 hours UTC on the 17th of July 1992. PARTICIPANTS: 
Stations in possession of Amateur Radio License and SWL all 
Over the world. BANDS: 10,15,20,40,80, and 160 metres. (In 
the segments recommended for competition by the IARU). 

MODE: Contact can be made in any of the following modes: 
SSB, CW, RTITY, AMTOR, SSTU, and PACKET RADIO. EXCHANGE 
RSCT,V). QTR will not be passed but must be noted in the log 
in UTC time. SCORE: Each contact with AMeS or ADeS 
stations will carry 1 point. Each contact with official 
Olympic centre and sub-centre stations will carry S points. 
In order to receive an award it is necessary to accumulate 
100 points and to have worked at least S Official Olympic 
centre or sub-centre stations, among which Barcelona must be 
present. Repeated contacts with the same station are 
permitted as long as this occurs in a different mode or 
band, and as long as a minimum of 24 hours has elapsed since 
the previous contact. For SWL the same scoring system will 
apply. While the call sign and the contact confirmation 
must be reported by both stations heard. aAMeS or ADeS 
stations are eligible for the award under the same 
conditions. Call signs for the official Olympic centre and 
sub-centres will be as follows:

OBJECT: The Organizing Committee of Amateur Radio 
Activities is organizing this contest in connection to the 
celebration of the Barcelona-S2 Olympic Games, so that 
radioamateurs all over the world can contact other stations 
in as many zones and countries as possible, especially with 
those which have organized Olympic Games, and including the 
city of Barcelona and its local Olympic sub-centres, in 
1992. PERIOD: From 00:00 hours UTC on the 18th of July to 
24:00 hours UTC on the 19th of July. BANDS: All bands from 
10 to 160 metres, except WARC bands. MODE: Mixed (SSB and 
CW). CATEGORIES: a) Mono-operator mono-band. b) 
Mono-operator multi-band. c) Multi-operator with single 
transmitter Cmulti-band only) d) Multi-operator with multi 
transmitters (multi-band only) e) QRP (maximum S W output) 
f) SWL. EXCHANGE: SSB: RS control and CQ zone (e.g. S314) 
CW : RST control and CQ zone (e.g. 59914). MULTIPLIERS: 

a) A multiplier of ONE (1) for each different CQ zone 
contacted in each band. b) A multiplier of ONE (1) for 
each different prefixes, in each DXCC country having 
organized Olympic Games, contacted in each band. These 
countries are : SV, F, G, SM, ON, PA, DL, OH, VK, I, JA, XE, 
VE, UA, HL, EA, Ce.g. the following will count as 
multipliers: SV1, SU¥e2, SM4, SMG, EAY, EAe, KS, Ne etc. The 
Following will not count as multipliers since they are 
different countries in the DXCC: UAe2, 1S0, UAS, GM, GI, KH6, 
etc.) Excepcionally EA6, EAB, and EAS will count as EA 
stations and as multipliers although they are different DXCC 
countries. Portable designators without numbers will be 
assigned a zero (0) after the second letter of the 
designator to form the prefix. Example EASRCL/LA would 
become LAO. c) A multiplier of ONE (1) for each official 
Olympic centre, or sub-centre station contacted in each band. 
The Olympic centre Barcelona, and the sub-centres are 
differentiated by means of distinct suffix letters as shown 
below:

POINTS: a) Contacs with stations from different continents 
carry three (3) points. b) Contacts between stations in 
the same continent carry one (1) point, except in North 
America where these contacts carry two (2) points. c) 
Contacts in SSB and CW are scored similarly. SCORE: The 
Final score is the result of multiplying the sum of QSO 
points by the sum of multipliers of all the bands. Example: 
1000 QSO points by SO multipliers in the band total (30 
zones + 15 prefixes + S Olympic centres)= 50,000 points 
CFinal Score). REMARKS: a) A period of inactivity oF at 
least 12 hours is mandatory for mono-operator stations.

6b) Repeating a contact with the same 
station is permitted provided that this occurs ina 
different band or mode, and that at least fifteen (15) 
minutes have elapsed since the first contact. oc) 
Multi-operator stations must remain at least ten (10) 
minutes in each band before changing. d) For 
multi-transmitters there is no limit on transmissions but 
only one signal per band is allowed. All transmitters must 
be situated within a diameter of SOO metres or within the 
limits of the license owner’s property. Antennas must be 
Physically connected to transmitters. e) OQORP Conly for 
mono-operator). Power must not exceed S W output. Stations 
in this category will compete only with other ORP stations. 


f) SWL. The same scoring and multipliers will apply. In 
each QSO contact, only one of the two stations will be 
counted (for purposes of points and multipliers, the one 
which is most worth for the SWL station). LOG INSTRUCTIONS: 
a) Times should be specified in UIC. b) All sent and 
received exchanges, and modalities (SSB or CW) must be 
noted. c) Multipliers should be specified only the First 
time of working in each band. d) Separate lists should be 
drawn up for each band. e) Duplicated contacts, scoring 
and multipliers should be carefully checked. Penalties for 
duplicated contacts which are not indicated will be: For up 
to 1% of the total contacts, 10% of the Final score; for up 
to 2% of the total contacts, 20% of the final score. An 
excess of non-indicated duplicated contacts incurs the risk 
of possible disqualification. £) All participants who 
attain more than 200 QSO in a band must send a log to check 
duplications. g) SWL stations must note the call sign of 
each station heard in each OSO as well all the checks sent 
by both. h) The log format will be DIN AY, and may contain 
40 or 80 contacts per page. To facilitate checking we would 
appreciate the inclusion of the corresponding disk 
Ccompatible MS-DOS ASCII File). i) Each participant must 
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submit a summary sheet with all information relating to 
scores, and competition category. Include also name and 
address Cin block capitals) and a signed declaration that 
the competition rules, and amateur radio regulations of the 
country in question, have been respected. Jj) Thank you in 
advance For including logs for checking. AWARDS: A 
certificate for those classified in the first three of each 
country in each category. An Olympic medal for those 
Classified in the first three of each continent in each 
Category. A medal and special trophy for the world leader 
in each category. To be eligible for an award it is 
necessary to accumulate at least S% of the score of the 
world champion in each category. DISQUALIFICATION: Any 
violation of the amateur radio regulations in the country in 
question, and of the competition rules, unsportsmanlike 
behaviour, and the inclusion of excessive number of 
duplicates or nonverifiable contacts or multipliers will be 
sufficient cause for disqualification.

Organizers of the 43rd Annual In- 
ternational DX Convention in Visalia, 
California, April 10, 11 and 12, 1992, 
were honored to have Dave Sumner, 
K1ZZ, ARRL Executive Vice Presi- 
dent, as the opening speaker. In addi- 
tion to reporting on the outcome of the 
WARC 1992 conference in Barcelona, 
Spain, Dave's remarks went on to 
declare a new era of amateur respon- 
sibility worldwide.

“The news is that we came 
through the 1992 World Amateur 
ministrative Conference 
|." Sumner said. “We came 
through, with no changes in the 
amateur HF spectrum. There was not 
enough Change in the allocation for 
HF broadcasting to justify any 
realignment in amateur frequencies. 
Actually, only 50 kHz, from 7300 to 
7350 kHz, was officially allocated to 
broadcasting. We all know that the 
broadcasters already use 7300 to 7350 
and even more (even our own Voice of 
America), so it was just paper shuf- 
fling to legitimize what was already 
taking place. 

“Tt apj that WARC scheduling 
may change. In the next three or four 
years we may see a WARC with a very 
limited agenda every two years. It 
doesn’t mean we will have critical 
threats every two years, but it does 
mean we will have to pay close atten- 
tion to what is on the agendas." 


Socially responsible DXing 

In his speech's keynote theme, 
Sumner declared that we ought to be 
supporting activities and aiding peo- 
ple who, for example, visit a country 
and leave Amateur Radio in a better 
condition than it was when they got 
there. ‘‘There are several people at this 
convention who clearly fall into that 
category and who deserve the support 
and encouragement of the amateur 
community. It might result in having 
to make tradeoffs. Maybe you won't 
be able to make as many contacts as 
desired because you will have to spend 
some time with the local people. In the 
long run it’s more important than the 
number of QSOs. For example, the 
March 1992 Reader's Digest ran an 
absolutely true story about people I 
know (‘Rescue by Radio’ about Ned 
Raub, W1RAN, and his successful ef- 
forts in bringing ‘Seth’ Keo, XU1SS, 
out of a refugee camp to a happy re- 
union with his family). There's the 
Albanian operation for another exam- 


ple. There are a lot of good things the 
DXers are doing, and | hope it will 
continue. 

“That's the good news. The bad 
news is that we continue to have a lot 
of operating problems. We continue to 
have a disruptive element in our 
midst. This is something on which we 
can’t take a ‘nothing can be done’ at- 
titude. I believe something can be 
done, and will be done. One thing that 
is occurring, of which you will be see- 
ing more evidence, is that the FCC will 
feel that something has to be done as 
well. The FCC is going to be issuing a 
lot more notices of apparent liability 
to violators of their rules, and not just 
amateur rules. They're doing the same 


ficially termed ‘Notice of Apparent 
Liability for Monetary Forfeiture.’ 

“In the past these forfeitures have 
i page diene ne 
you a good transceiver. In the near 
future, they will be at the levels that 
will buy you a pretty good car. There's 
another factor. This raises the 
forfeiture level above the trigger point 
where the US Attorney’s office gets 
interested in going out and actually 
collecting the money. We're going to 
see a lot more of that kind of enforce- 
ment action in the months to come. I 
know that the vast majority of the 
Amateur Radio community will
